THE CABINET SITUATION. 

In view of the various statements 
which have appeared in foreign news- 
papers concerning the refusal of sev- 
eral eminent ns to enter the 
Stolypin Cabinet, the following semi- 
official communication was made to- 
night:

FIRE ON MOUNTAINS. 


Dangerous Blaze Sweeps up the Side 
of Pacoima Canyon, but Finally 
Goes Out Itself. 
FERNANDO, Aug. 6—A dangerous 
mountain fire, which threatened to 
devastate many miles of thick brush 
and well-wooded territory of great 
importance to the Los Angeles water- 
shed. has just died of its own accord 
in Pacoima Cafion. The blase started 
from an unknown source, presumably 
a hunter s camp fire, beyond Dagger

er.“ Rev. D. M. Gandier told an audi-

We have found it necessary to 
say to the very poor men where liqpor 
is so constantly a degrading influence, 
that the poor man who does not abuse 
the privilege must be deprived of it 
in order to keep it from his more dan- 
gerous fellow. We cannot consistently 
46 otherwise with the very rich. There 
is proportionately more corruption 
among the very rich than among thé 
very There are people among 1 
very 1 who would like wine t 
their meals, but they would not stay 
away from a tourist hotel because no 
liquor was served. But there is a class 
of very rich people, like those who are 
concerned in suppressing the details of 
the Thaw-White crime case, who 
would stay away. 

“Now, people of Monrovia, do you 
want such people ag Thaw and White 
stealing into your town at evening in 
their autos and carousing all night at 
the hotels and slipping away in the 
early morning in drunken stages? If 
you do, vote the hotel liquor license. 
There are hundreds of their class in 
Los Angeles in the winter. 

“Consistency demands that we say to 
the very rich as well as to the very 
poor, “Thou shalt not drink intoxicat- 
ing liquors.’ The leaders of finance are 
saying to men they call to responsible 
positions that they demand they shall 
abstain from intoxicants. The men of 
great fortunes are carrying the finan- 
cial and moral and physical life of 
millions of people, and we have the 
richt to take from them debauching 
liquors. It is for the protection of our 
country we do it.”
